One hun- 
dred different opinions on every sub- 
ject embraced in the Constitution, 
and as many different opinions on 
subjects that should never be incor- 
porated into such an instrument, 
have to be met, combatted, compro- 
mised or overcome in some way 
When we call to

Many of our merchants send away to 
have their printing done, and then 
expect those who make their living 
by the art here in our city to deal 
with them. Why not encourage 
home enterprise by having your 
work done at home. You can get as 
neat work done in either of the 
printing offices here as in Louisville 
or Cincinnati, and if you don't want to 
patronize one, why go to the other. 
Don't go out of town with your work. 
We have just seen a job executed in a 
Louisville office -very neat job it is 
true, but it could have been as well 
and cheaply executed here. If it had 
been printed at home the proofs 
could have been submitted to the 
party who had it done, and all neces- 
sary changes and corrections made 
before it went to press, and some one 
saved the trouble of going over each 
copy and making changes or correct- 
ing the errors with a pen.
